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From an oxeellont article by Justin MaCaz-
thy on the English universities we quote as
follows: -

The Englishi University system, as the last
few gonerntions have known it, is or was,
something peoulinr to England. No othe
country 1 know of aver had nnything like it;
I may mafely yonture to say (hat no country
will over again have anything like it. It henrs
no resemblance, exespt in the mere faot of
it Leing an educational syatem, to the Uni.
versity scheme as it exists in France, in Ger-
many, or in America; nay, it is atterly nnlike
the University system of Neotland. It aftected,
to an alost inconceivable degree, the soocial
and even the politionl life of England, Tt
monlded the thoughts, the habity, the man.
nors, the very external appearance of whole
masses of Englishmen.

Perhaps it 18 not too much to say that he
tween the Universily man and the man who
had never been to one of the universities,
there has existed a difference which never
ponld be effaged in a lifetime, and which any
observer of ordinary penetration conld datect
almost at a glance. ‘r'he results of the Uni-
versity systemn penetrated and permeated
English literature. The University man was
& distinet figure, belonged to a distinet genus
whick could not be mistaken. One University
man miglht hp very unlike another, to be
sure: but still both were distinctly University
men, by virlue of the common possession of
aitributes distinguishing both from other
classos of men, just as n black horse and a
white horse, however unlike each other, nre
both nnmistakably horses, aud can never be
confounded with dogs. 'I'he differénce be
tween a Urench military officer and a pelin,
between i student of Heidelbarg and o Philis-
ter; between a sailor and o marine; hetwoan a
Turk and a Greek, an English Episcopal cler-
gyman and an Irish Catholic priest, is not
more warked, obvious, and abiding than that
whish distingnishes the English University
men from all other Englishmen,

Qhe tendency of the system was emplati-
atrlly and even extravagantly aristooratic.  Its
pecnliavily was that it gave its training, and
its advantnges and disadvantages, to a privi
leged ,pjnss.  Until within a few years, all
wiocto gkl the one estnblished by law wore
S xcluded from its benefits. Un-

All
Englishmen of what is called social position,
and who followed the teachings of the State
Ohurch, were University men,  All who de-
mired to Le thought persons of social posi-
fion, or whose parents bad such an ambi-
tion for them, got their education at one
or other of the great universities. When the
system had reached its height, say any time
before the last twenty and within the last fifty
years, it might be snid. with almost literal
truth, that no Dissenfer, no Rumaeu Catholic,
and no man of the poorer classes, had any-

thing to do with either of the two great uni- |

versities which were snpposed (o be uational.
As a maiter of course, such institutions wore
aristoeratic and conservative in every sense.
Bo far from guiding the intellect of the na-
tion, they generally lagged far behind it, and
wore often found in direct opposition fto it.
They stood like barriers and dams to keep
back the influx of new ideas. The students
at the great schools of Paris, or any of the
Genuan universities, are slmost invariably
sympathetic, even to extravagance, with
the principles of popular liberty. Au Oxford
nndergraduate is almost certain 1o be a bigo-
ted and noreasoning devotee of politieal des.
potism, Tt wonld hardly be too wmuch to say
that the study of modern history was long
ignored by the universities; indeed, the philo-
sophical study of any history at either nni.
versity has, until quite lately, found no en-
couragement, Only the other day, so to
speak, was politienl economy recognized as a
science worthy to occupy the attention of the
two learned academies, Even the classical
scholarship, the one special pride and boast
of the system, was hardly ever robust and
profound. The most devoted son of the
Alma Mater would hardly say that himself
aud his fellows had done anything to promote
the study and the knowledge of Greek and
Roman history and literature fit to compare
for a moment with what German erudition
and lalor had done and were doing.

The Eunglish universities represent society,
not the people. Indeed, they ave social
rather thau educational imstitutions. There
is certaiuly mnothing in the way of
actual imstruction to be got in either
of lhe two t universities which
oould not he had just s well outside their
walls. A youth can learn move and bhetfer in
a Scotch or German university than he could
by private instruction; but I do not suppose
that anyhody will assert that this holds good
of Oxford and Cambridge. Considering how
deeply and widely the whole tone of Fnglish
wociety in nfYected by these institutions, it is
surprising how littls the intellectual greatness
of England at the present moment owes to
them. Neither Oxford nor Cambridge had
anvibiog to do with the training of Stuart
Mill, of George Grote, of Rolert Browning,
of Charles Dickens, of John Bright, of Dis-
raoli, of Thomas Carlyle. Very few. indeed,
of the great scientific men of the present

eneration were alumni of Oxford or Cam-
Fjridge. The ,‘\'.rhjr'rl’uy Recivwe nol ]l'!!g singe
comunented on the fact thal even in theology
—the wost vichly endowed of all the speciul
facullies at both unpiversities, and which,
indeed. would seem to be the oue greal rodsoq
d'efre of the Oxford system, al least —there is
very little to show as the result of Tniversity
training. Law and medicine have long since
forsaken both universities, aud never, in all
human probability, can be lured back there
again, Law is studied in the London Inns of
Court—the Temple, Grays Inn, Linecolo's
Inn, Medicine in the great London hospitals
~—Bartholomew's, Guy's, Bt. Thomas', and in
*the medical department or oifahoot of the
wodern University of London, an institution
bearing, as I shall presently show, no resem-
blance whatever to the ancient universities.
Oxford and Osmbridge do wot, then, offer a
technical or professional training of any kind,
They do not offer a general education of a
bigher class {lian a man could oblain at other

laces. It is unquestionable that many of the
eading winisters of dissenting creeds—take
such a man a8 James Martinean or Dy, Beard,
for instence—-have wequired and, in their
tmn, imparted at  the colleges of
their seets, o culture unsurpassed Ly even
the highest olass of the sons of Oxford
and Cambridge. The fact s unmistakable
that the univewsities, having grown
up under conditions wholly differsut from
those of the present day, aud having long
